must be some kind of a fraud, because 
I think a great many of these articles 
are written in good faith. 


May Change His Disposition. 


" I tremble to think of the variety 
and falseness in the impressions 
I 
make and it is being borne in on me 
so that it may change my very dis 
position— that I am a cold and re­ 
moved person, who has a thinking ma­ 
chine inside which he adjusts to the 
circumstances, which he does not al­ 
low to he moved by any winds of af­ 
fection or emotion of any kind, hut 
turns like a cold searchlight on any­ 
thing that is presented to his atten­ 
tion and makes it work. 
“ I am not aware of having any de­ 
tachable apparatus inside of me. 
On 
the contrary, IT I were to interpret 
myself, I would say that my constant 
embarrassment is to restrain the emo. 
tions that are inside of me. 
You may 
not believe it, but I sometimes feel a 
fire from a far from exttinct volcano 
and if the lava does not seem to spill 
over it is because you are not high 
enough to see into the basin and see 
the caldron boil. 
“ I have mixed first and last with 
all sorts and conditions of men— there 
are mighty few 
kinds of men that 
have to be described to me and there 
are mighty few kinds of experiences 
that have to be described to me— and 
when I think of the number of men 
who are looking to me as the repre­ 
sentative of a party, with tilt' hope 
for all varieties of salvation from the 
things 
they are 
struggling in 
the 
midst of, it makes me tremble. 


Gets Too Much Attention. 


"Now if I w'ere free I would come 
not infrequently up to these rooms. 
You know I never was in Washington 
but a very few times and but a very 
few hours until I came last year, and 
I never expect to see the inside of the 
public buildings in Washington until 
my term is over. 
The minute I turn 
up anywhere I am personally conduct­ 
ed to beat the band. 
The curator and 
the assistant curators and every oth­ 
er blooming official turns up and tin y 
show me so much attention that I 
don’t see the building. 
I would have 
to say, ‘Stand aside and let me see 
what you are showing me.’ 
“ I have sometimes thought of go­ 
ing to some costumer’s— some theat­ 
rical costumer’s— and buying an as­ 
sortment of beards, rouge and color­ 
ing and all the known means of dis­ 
guising myself, if it were not against 
the law. 
You see I have a scruple as 
president against breaking law and 
disguising one’s self against the law, 
but if I could disguise m yself and not 
get caught I would go out, be a free 
Am erican citizen once more and have 
a jolly good time. 
I might then meet 
some of you gentlemen and actually 
tell you what I really thought.” 
The president talked most inform al­ 
ly. 
Me wore a sack suit and stood 
with his hands in his pockets as he 
spoke. 
He was in a happy mood and 
his 
remarks 
were 
punctuated 
con­ 
stantly with laughter and applause. 
Mr. W ilson is a member of the Press 
club, having been elected as an au­ 
thor long before he became president.

President John G. Bowman Tenders 
His Resignation. 


Iowa City, la., March 21.— John G. 
Bowman, president of the University 
of Iowa, tendered his resignation to 
the state board of education. 
He also 
made public a letter in which he criti­ 
cized the board, accusing its members 
of violating a written agreement with 
him not to go over his head In deal­ 
ing with members of the faculty and 
charging that this has been done de­ 
liberately to raise a personal issue 
with him. 
In 
his 
letter 
President 
Bowman 
says: "A t the meeting of your board 
at Cedar Falls. March l l , you consid­ 
ered in executive session a number of 
adm inistrative matters concerning the 
university. 
Among other things you 
dismissed a professor of the univer­ 
sity without a hearing and without 
the knowledge or advice of the chief 
executive of the institution.” 


St. Paul, March 21.— The statewide 
nonpartisan 
prim ary 
election 
law 
passed 
by the last legislature was 
upheld by the supreme court In decid­ 
ing an appeal by N. Frederick Olson 
of Minneapolis. 
Olson attempted to file as candidate 
for the legislature with a party desig­ 
nation. 
Al P. Erickson, county au­ 
ditor of Hennepin county, refused to 
receive the affidavit. 
A writ of man­ 
damus was issued against the coun­ 
ty auditor and the case was brought 
direct to the supreme court. 
Olson alleged that the act was un­ 
constitutional, claim ing it was class 
legislation, and, further, that the sub­ 
ject matter of the law was not ex­ 
pressed in its title. 
Supreme Court Commissioner H. B 
Dibell, writing the opinion, holds that 
no section of the law’ is unconstitu­ 
tional and that it is operative. 
Under the law the state primary 
election w ill be held June 16 instead 
of in September. 
The law also makes the election of 
all county officials and candidates for 
the 
legislature 
nonpartisan. 
All 
judges, including justices of the state 
supreme court, will be elected on non 
partisan tickets. 
The law also legalizes the Progres 
6ive party.

In replacing a railroad trestle recent­ 
ly burned along the north shore of 
Great Salt lake it was found that tho 
piles were still perfectly sound after 
forty-three years of service. In looking 
for the cause, since the piles were only 
of loon! pine and fir, it was disc overed 
that the timbers were impregnated 
with salt. At another point on the lake 
eighteen Inch idles, set twenty-nine 
years ago. were similarly preserved 
with salt. 
It Is pointed out that the reason why 
the w aters of Great Salt lake act as a 
strong preservative, as distinguished 
from ocean waters, is because the lake 
water is so much saltier, being practi­ 
cally a saturate solution. 
Forest ex­ 
perts suggest th at ties and poles im ­ 
mersed in these waters ought to be im­ 
pervious to decay lf tile salt is not 
leached out by the action of the ele­ 
ments. This can be guarded against. 
it is asserted, by painting the butt of 
the pole with creosote, which will keep 
out the moisture and keep in the salt. 


Recent experiments by the United 
States departm ent of agriculture have 
resulted in the introduction of a seed­ 
less and p u ck e rier persimmon. 
The 
government experts learned that the 
Japanese discovered an artificial m eth­ 
od 
for 
removing 
the objectionable 
pucker, and they have adapted It with 
equal success to the native varieties. 
Experiments have also produced a 
new Chinese peach, which, the depart 
ment claims, has proved hardier than 
the old seedling stocks and can be 
grown farther north. 
The Chinese 
peach is not edible, but the department 
uses only the root to be worked In 
with native crops. 
The office is pre­ 
paring to distribute about 20,000 of 
these roots to nurserymen and fruit 
growers this year. 
Some results of particular impor­ 
tance to the fruit grower and gardener 
are to be found at the Arlington ex­ 
perimental farm, where the govern­ 
ment maintains field laboratories. The 
plant industry is bere being put to 
numberless tests. 
Fruits, vegetables, 
drug and forage crops are being raised 
for purposes of study and analysis. 
The government has an area of about 
300 acres, and fining in operations in 
the Potomac river will eventually add 
seventy-five or eighty additional acres. 
According to the department of agri­ 
culture, 
many 
problems 
are 
being 
worked out in the greenhouses by sci 
elitists who are seeking cures for cer­ 
tain plant diseases and endeavoring to 
produce more and better strains of 
commercially valuable plants. 
In connection with the pomologlcal 
work 
the government 
maintains 
a 
large collection of fruit trees. 
A range 
of greenhouses Is devoted to the prob­ 
lems of the florist and grower of veg& 
tables under glass. 
The farm has been equipped with 
tools and machinery for the various 
types of field experiments. 
There are 
large barns and tool sheds, and the 
grounds are provided with a drug lab 
oratory, dry kilns and a refrigerating 
plan t 
Scientists of the departm ent of agr! 
culture have renamed the insect com 
monly known as the “housefly,’’ and 
henceforth it is to be known to the 
government experts as the “typhoid 
fly.” The “typhoid fly” is described na 
being a most dangerous creature and 
one of the most active agents in 
spreading diseasa
